Newsmen Behind Scenes

ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 17.—Miss Taffy Tucker, Mr. Pat Ryan, a sultry 
siren named Burma, and Connie the jug-eared Chinaman appeared on 
the stage of the university’s historic chapel here today, causing loud 
“ohs,” “did you evers,” and appreciative whistles to arise from a rapt 
audience who, like some 17,000,000 other newspaper readers, follow 


their adventures with avidity. 

They were presented by their 
creator, Mr. Milton Caniff, who 
made them appear magically out 
of thin air by a few squiggles of 
colored chalk and a borrowed lip- 
stick on a piece of white paper. 
Mr. Caniff did not draw Terry 
from whom his noted cartoon, 
Terry and the Pirates, gets its 
name, nor Colonel Flip Corkin, the 
airman hero of the strip, evidently 
fearing to start a stampede in the 
chapel. A tense moment had al- 
ready arisen when he tore off the 
portrait of Miss Taffy Tucker and 
a bobby-socked young co-ed and a 
young man in a leather jacket 
rushed to the platform to seize 
same, planning to bear it away to 
their lairs as a pin-up. 
WISECRACKER ALSO 

The drawing of Burma caused 
a similar mild ruckus which was 
settled when Professor John E. 
Drewry ruled that Mr. Caniff’s 
efforts should be bequeathed to 
the university art department and 
thus preserved for posterity. 

Mr. Caniff, a chubby, black- 
haired, blue-eyed young man with 
a flow of platform wisecrackery 
which kept his audience laughing, 


was much pleased by this furor | 


over his drawings. It convinced 
him that his days as a popular 
cartoonist will be long and that 
his checks from his syndicate will 
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*R nours—sometimes overnight—splendid 
resuits are obtained. If the pains do not

Setting the proper educational 
tone for his address, Mr. Caniff 
presented himself as not a comic 
strip artist, but as the author of 


_an illustrated novel and one which

will never end, due to the fact 
that when it ends Mr. Caniff will 
stop eating. 

He also exploded as a base ca- 
nard the rumor that he merely 
draws the characters of Terry and 
the Pirates after some nameless 
author has written the script. He 
writes it and draws it both, he ex- 
plained, because you don’t have to 
work so hard that way. 

An author will sit down to his 
typewriter and say “panel 1 hero 
and heroine full length against 
background of ominous rocks, 
clutched in each other’s arms, 
while over hill come 10,000 Chi- 
nese bandits with fixed bayonets.” 
It will take him about two min- 
utes to write this, but the poor 
artist will sweat for 24 hours 
drawing 10,000 Chinese bandits 
coming over the hill. When the 
artist himself is writing the con- 
tinuity, he will draw a bust of the 
hero and heroine in deep shadow, 
with the hero pointing off the pan- 
el yelling, “look, there comes 10.- 
000 Chinese bandits.” It is much 
quicker. 

Mr. Caniff, whose adventure 
strip is carried in 174 other news- 
papers besides The Constitution, 
started his career as a cartoonist, 
like all other children, by scrawl- 
ing on the walls of his ancestral! 
domicile at Hillsboro. 
DREAMED OF STAGE 

He did not get paid for his wiz- 
ardry though until he entered high 
school at Dayton, Ohio, and got 
himself a job in the evenings 
working in the art department of 
the Dayton morning paper. It was 
merely a sweeping-out job but it 
convinced him he should become 
a cartoonist. 

This resolution faltered some- 
what when he went to Ohio State 
University. There he came under 
the spell of footlights and grease 
paint and he thought for a time 
that he would become an actor. He 
changed his mind though when an 
old artist on a Dayton paper with 
whom he was also working nights 
gave him some sound advice. 

“Stick to your ink pots,’ kid,” 
he said. “Actors don’t eat regular 
enough.”

“The free enterprisers apparent- 
ly propose to us that we should 
take up where they left off in 
1929. Grant as much as you want 
that we have had bad administra- 
|tion of too many things the gov- 
‘ernment has undertaken to do; 
|does anybody seriously propose 
'that private enterprise shall take 
|Over lock, stock and barrel the 
war-inflated economy which we 
have now, regardless of how much 
unemployment it creates or what 
pattern of the future is to come 
out of it?” 

Ethridge said, “We must some- 
how break the stranglehold of all 
|pressure groups upon the central 
government. Special privilege to 
none must be made to apply to the 
tax lobbyists, to special interests 
seeking to translate their own 
greed into legislation, to farmers 
who want more than parity, and to 
organized labor. 

“Therein lies the real American 
way. I suggest this country, with 
the growth of industrialism, has 
marked the departure from, rather 
than adherence to, the American 
way.” 

TASKS OF FUTURE 

He declared: “Government must 
continue to attack undue concen- 
trations of power which seek to 
make laws for the special, rather 
than the general good; it must con- 
| tinue to fight monopolies and car- 
'tels which artificially inflate 
'prites and keep us all from enjoy- 
ing the benefits of technological 
‘advances; it must write a charter 
‘for labor which will assert labor’s 
| fundamental rights, but at the 
‘same time bring its undemocratic, 
/monopolistic practices, wherever 
\they exist, under the restraints 
that are applied to the rest of us. 
| “The danger to America does 
not lie in bureaucracy or govern- 
ment; it hes in the fact that bu-

by selfish interests. There are no 
less than 80,900,000 people in 
America (eligible to vote) but it is 
not their voice, but the voice of 
organized minorities, well-heeled 
and determined to have their way, 
that is better heard. It is the 
special job of all of us who be- 
long to that 80,000,000—who have 
no ties to capital and no member- 
ship in labor—to see that our gov- 
ernment is responsible to the gen- 
eral rather than to the special 
good.” 

“DARKEST REACTION” 

Ethridge said “if I have made 
the term free enterprise seem ab- 
'surd, it is because it is absurd. 
It is full of signifying nothing but 
the deepest, darkest reaction. 

“Most of us believe in the capi- 
'talistic system: most of us believe 

in private enterprise, but the

that no matter how many times 
| we change administrations, the 
capitalistic system and private en- 
terprise must operate within the

Ill-Timed 


We rather agree, on the whole, with the evaluations which 
Florida’s Claude Pepper placed upon three of the Republican 
party’s potential chief executives in a fiery outburst on the floor 
of the senate this week. 

Branding the GOP as “retreating, shifting, vacillating and 
word-mouthing,” the Florida gentleman warmed to his subject 
by singling out Tom Dewey as “a coy candidate who will, in end | 
don his Cinderellian slippers and go to the ball,” and John Bricker 
as the advocate of a foreign policy not “a word stronger than the 
utterances of his predecessor and prototype, Warren Harding.” 

“I do not expect ever to vote for Wendell Willkie,” he added, 
“but I will say that as a fellow American I honor the courage of 
a man who sees through the difficulties ahead and courageously 
proposes to accept the challenge of a dangerous future.” 

Even those of us who agree most whole-heartedly with these 
estimates, however, must question Claude Pepper’s judgment in 
bringing partisan politics to the floor of the senate in a crucial 
hour when that body’s time should be spent in the discussion of 
so many other matters of more importance.

disposition of the Japanese fleet. It has not been 
destroyed. Has it been so scattered that it cannot move out as an 
effective force? 

Or have the messages gone out and is it even now steaming cut 
to join in battle with the United States task forces which are 
feinting here and there in the vast ring of the Pacific, shadow- 
boxing, slugging, feinting, sparring, jabbing? 

‘We have seen our own fleet emerge from the disaster of Pearl 
Harbor, in the space of two short years, to where it can move out 
and work in task forces, daring the Japanese to join in battle. 

We have done a great job in building and manning warships. 

And we have reached Truk by air ahead of schedule. 

There was another story—of tragedy. A thousand men lost 
their lives when a transport was sunk in the Atlantic.

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A Boy From Memphis 
Pays Visit to Greece 


The daily experiences of the boys you and I 
used to know as likeable little nuisances, when 
they yelled so raucously as they played around 
the home block, are so amazing they would be 
subject for great adventure stories if they were not so frequent and 
so common. 

There is one war story, however, recounting the experiences of 
a boy from Memphis, Ten-O-See, which is so picturesque it is out- 
standing even today. It was told by Lieutenant Frank D. Buhel, 
pilot of a Liberator bomber, in an interview in one of his home 


town papers at Memphis. 

TIME TO BAIL OUT It all happened quickly when Lieu- 
tenant Buhel was pilot of one of a 

formation of Liberators sent to bomb a German airfield near Athens. 

But here is the story, in his own words: 

“... We had just dropped our bombs on this field near Athens 
and started for home, when about 35 German fighter planes jumped 
up. We were only a small formation of bombers so they had things 
pretty much their own way. The plane to my left went down quick- 
ly. The plane on my right got separated from us and that left the 
“Eight Ball” alone. ...QOur number one engine was shot out with 
the propeller feathered and a string of machinegun bullet holes in 
a propeller blade. Number two had such a big hole in her, I could 
see the insides. It wasn’t running. Number three engine was afire. 
. ++ We decided it was time to bail out. ... The boys put a parachute 
on the wounded waist gunner, put his hands on the rip-cord and 
threw him out. His ‘chute opened by some miracle. ...I was the 
last one to leave. ...I landed on a rock and was almost knocked 
out. As soon as I got to my feet, two bearded men came running 
out of the woods with rifles, shouting “Germano, Englezo, Ameri- 
cano ” I answered “American.” Then they came running, put 
their arms around me and kissed me, talking in Greek. They led me 
down the mountains to a little village where there were more men 
with rifles who hugged and kissed me. 

“I heard some rifle and machinegun fire and after a while a 
little Greek guerrilla, about 16 years old, came through the door 
pushing a German soldier ahead of him. A few of the Greeks could 
talk English and they told me the Germans had sent 15 soldiers 
after the American fliers. The klefts had intercepted them and 
killed 14 of them. The 15th was the man the boy brought in. The 
kid had shot the German through the hand and captured him. Later 
that evening my radio operator came walking into the village with 
some of the Greeks. The guerrillas said they had found the body 
of the waist gunner we had pushed out. He apparently had died 
despite his parachute. The Greeks told me they had given him a 
military funeral and brought me his dog tag. 

“IT slept that night with the leader of these antartes and the next 
morning they sent word that more of the fliers were in a little vil- 
lage across the mountains. They put us on some little donkeys and 
we started out. At this other village we found my co-pilot and the 
top turret gunner who had been wounded from that other Liberator 
that went down with us. The rest of our crew had apparently 
been captured. Here we stayed the next night. 

“The next morning we got word that the Nazis had us located 
and were coming to burn the village to the ground. The Greeks 
said that the Germans had burned other villages for hiding soldiers. 
I saw them shell one village. There wasn’t anything to do but for 
the entire population of the village to leave, for they were determ- 
ined to take care of us and kept telling us how much the Greeks 
loved the Americans. The people took whatever food they had and 
a few of their belongings and we started out. ... The Greeks told 
us they were taking us to klefts’ headquarters where arrange- 
ments would be made for us to escape Greece. They didn’t seem 
to be sorry that they had sacrificed their village for us. 


NONDESCRIPT WEAPONS. “... The guerrillas were fierce 

looking fellows, armed mostly 
with rifles belonging to many nations, German, Russian, Italian, 
English and American guns they had captured in lightning raids 
on occupation troops, They had a few machineguns they captured 
from the Germans. They had some hand grenades which they 
gave us in case of fighting. The guerrillas were magnificent fighters 
because one night their advanced scouts reported that the Germans 
were lying in ambush for us with some armored cars beside a road 
we had to cross. The guerrillas got ready and went up to intercept 
the Germans. There were a lot of rifle and machinegun fire and 
soon word came that we could move on. The Greeks mopped up 
the Germans in a comparatively short time. We were told later by 
the guerrillas that they didn’t need any help, that if the Americans 
and English would send them enough guns they would throw the 
Germans out of their beloved country in a week. ... They were 
very hospitable and took us into their homes and if they had just 
a little food they gave it all to us. If there were only a few blankets 
around they gave them all to us and slept on the bare ground floor 
themselves. 

“The night before we departed they gave a banquet in our 
honor. It was held in their antartes headquarters with about 40 
guests. The menu was excellent. It consisted of tomatoes, onions, 
beans, black bread, fried lamb entrails and a single can of sardines 
for the 40 guests. There was a native liquor called “oozo” which 
they drank with great feeling. But it was too fjery for us and almost 
burnt our stomachs out. 

“The leader of this guerrila headquarters was a man who lived 
in New York many years ago. He made a speech about how the 
Greeks loved the Americans and were helping them to whip the 
Germans in restoring freedom to the Hellenes. ... Early the next 
morning we left. 

“To tell where the Greek guerrilla headquarters is would betray 
the heroic Greek guerrillas who helped us. From the horrible ex- 
perience [I made the resolution that from now on any Greek that 
needs any help from me is going to get it. I’d do'anything in this 
world for anything Greek.”

On Future of Conquered German y? 


In a dispatch from. London, James B. Reston reports “Soviet 
Russia is insisting on a clearer commitment from the U. S. A. and 
Britain on how we intend to deal with Germany. ... Moscow is 


said to be dissatisfied with the replies received from Britain and the 


United States on this question and their dissatisfaction is increased 
by the opposition in the American and British press against the 


breaking up of Germany. ... When you talk to a Russian about 


the future of Poland... he... shifts the conversation to Ger- 
many. The essence of the whole collaboration is where we stand 
on the future of Germany.” 


I doubt whether any newspaper editor in the United States 
knows how our own government stands on the future of Germany. 
The only official word has been “unconditional surrender,” which 
is a policy for ending the war, but no plan for the future. in 
previous columns I have discussed what I believe to be American 
plans for dismembering Germany and patrolling the different parts 
with three separate armies. I have tried to point out some of the 
dangers that might arise from this. 


Mr. Reston stated in. another dispatch that “Russia will have 
little hesitation about dismembering Germany,” and many months 
ago I heard from a usually unimpeachable source in Washington 
that the Soviet Union insisted on German dismemberment.

If it is so, this policy has not crept 
into the Soviet press, and is in total disagreement with Soviet 
propaganda to Germany.

On the contrary, Stalin himself nas 
clearly spoken against it. 

The Russian peace terms, as set forth in their continuous propa- 
ganda to the German people, are: Withdrawal of the German 
armies to the frontiers of 1937; utter and ruthless extirpation of 
Naziism; punishment of all war and Nazi criminals; domestic de

mocratization; the creation of a strong democratic state able to de- 


fend itself and that will “ruthlessly suppress any attempt at new 
plots against the rights of free people or against European peace.” 


In the Russian press additional demands are made for the res 
toration of devastated areas with the assistance of German labor, 


materials, and engineering. But unless I am insufficiently in- 
formed—and I would welcome correction—it has never once been 
suggested that the German state should be disintegrated, or even 
subjected to any prolonged occupation. 


The Free German Committee set up in Moscow last July has 


never discontinued its activities. It has been given all facilities for 


reaching the German public and the German armies. 


Despite the 


paper shortage it publishes a large weekly; the more significant 
articles are reprinted in the Russian press; the committee broad- 


casts three times daily and occupies much of the Soviet medium 
and short-wave facilities. 
front, through which German officers on the Russian side are ad- 
dressing the German troops; leaflets are dropped behind the Ger- 
man lines from Russian planes. 


The Free German Committee is allowed and encouraged ‘to 
proselytize in prison camps and a large percentage of German pris- 
oners have been transferred to anti-Nazi camps.

THE CONTRADICTION 
Mr. Reston and others. But there 


is obviously a contradiction. If the Soviets are accusing members 
of the American press for opposing dismemberment, why do they 
not advocate it? Obviously it would make wretched psychological 
warfare, for the masses of Germans would fight to the last ditch 
against the distintegration of the nation. But what holds for Soviet 
propaganda also holds for ours. 


And are we to assume that all this officially supported prop- 
aganda does not represerit Soviet policy? Lord Van Sittart, in a 
discussion between New York and London on the air some months 
ago lightly assumed that Soviet propaganda was at variance with 
Soviet policy. If so, it is a departure from Soviet methods, for in 
the past Soviet propaganda has followed an expressed policy and 
not been a diversion.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—(4)— 
The ban on direct filing of press 
dispatches from the Anzio beach- 
head in Italy brought a protest to- 
day from War Information Direc- 
tor Elmer Davis who declared the 
public “is entitled to the fullest 
and most rapid supply of news 
consistent with military security.” 

The immediate inclination of 
military authorities here, however, 
apparently was to back up firmly 
the decision of the commanders on 
the spot.

Cook Promises Georgia 


Ample Supply of Liquor 


Georgia will have an ample liquor supply this year for legal sales 
—despite a 40 per cent reduction in shipments from out-of-state dis- 
tilleries, State Revenue Commissioner J. Eugene Cook believes. 


Atlantan Killed 
In Plane Crash 


Corporal Meyer Goncher, 27- 
year-old son of Mrs. Ida.

Cutting off the supply of dry 
counties is diverting enough whis- 
ky into wet counties to fill their 
usual demands, Cook said. 

“In previous years 50 per cent 
of the liquor shipments went into 
dry counties for illegal sales,” 
Cook stated. “Today only about 
10 per cent of the liquor gets 
into dry counties, records of our 
raids indicate. Therefore the 40 
per cent loss in liquor importa- 
tions is borne almost entirely by 
the dry counties. Most liquor 
seized in dry counties today is 
moonshine.” 

Cook said distilleries have prom- 
ised not to ship liquor into dry 
counties. In former years dry 
county bootleggers obtained liquor 
from Georgia wholesalers as well 
as from out-of-state distilleries. 

Movement of liquor from dis- 
tilleries to wholesalers in wet 
counties had been delayed to some 
extent, with the distilleries refus- 
ing to send whisky to any dealer 
under investigation. Wholesalers 
also are co-operating with the 
state’s liquor cleanup by withhold- 
ing supplies from some retailers 
under investigation. This has 
caused large supplies of liquor to 
be gathered at some warehouses.

The first four articles of this series have dealt with items of income, 
and have shown which income is taxable and which is nontaxable. 
The next questions to be considered concern deductions which you are 
allowed to take to reduce the amount of your tax. . 


Remember that no deductions 
are allowable where form 1040A, 
the “simplified form,” is filed. The 
only amount subtracted from gross 
income where that form is used is 
$385 for each dependent, Conse- 
quently, if you have more than the 
average amount of allowable de- 
ductions, your tax will generally 
be lower if you use Form 1040. 


The first deduction shown on 
this return form (Item 11) is for 
contributions to charitable, reli- 
gious, scientific or educational cor- 
porations or funds. No deduction 
is allowed for contributions to 
needy individuals, nor is_any de- 
duction allowed for contributions 
to profit-making organizations or 
political funds.

Contributions of property, as 
well as money, made to charitable 
and similar organizations are de- 
ductible. The fair market value 
of such property is deductible. In 
the case of a very valuable piece 
of property, it might be worth- 
while to get a professional apprais- 
al. of the property to sustain the 
amount of the deduction. 

Furthermore, where property 
has increased in value over its 
cost, the increase in value is not 
taxable income. Thus, if you paid 
$600 for a bond and made a gift 
of it to a recognized charity when 
it was worth $1,000, the $1,000 
would be allowable as a deduction, 
and there would be no tax on the 
$200 “profit.” 


On the other hand, there is no 
deduction for loss if you give away 
property which has depreciated in 
value. Therefore, if you are giv- 
ing away property on which you 
would be able to take a deduction 
for the loss (such as a bond or 
share of stock) it might be better 
to sell the property and make a 
gift of the proceeds. That will 
enable’ you to make a deduction 
for the decline in value. 


The deduction for contributions 
is limited to 15 per cent of the net 
income, computed without benefit 
of the deduction for contributions; 
or to the aggregate net income, 
computed without such deductions, 
of a husband and wife where a 
joint return is filed, without the 
deductions for medical expenses, 
which will be explained in the 
next article, 

(Example: Mr. Jayne’s net in- 
come, computed without a deduc- 
tion for contributions, is $9,900. 
Mrs. Jayne’s net income, so com- 
puted, is $100. The maximum de- 
duction for contributions, if they 
file a joint return is $1,500, 15 per 
cent of $10,000. If they file sep- 
arate returns, and the husband 
contributed $1,000 while the wife 
contributed $500, the allowable 
deductions will total only $1,015— 
$100 for him (under no -circum- 
stances can he deduct more than 
he actually contributes) and $15 
for her. However, computing them 
on the baris of the aggregate in- 
comes, the full deduction of $1,500 
would be allowed, and that is the 
rule where a joint return is filed.)

THE FORGOTTEN ALLY. Pierre 
van Paassen. Dial Press, $2.75. 
343 pp. 


Van Paassen, a British subject 
born fn Holland and .one of this 
era’s most authoritative observers 
and interpreters, answers some of 
the most perplexing questions of 
this war in this book which dis- 
closes what he calls “the best-kept 
secrets of the war.” 


Written in the white heat of pas- 
sion that characterizes van Paassen 
in the search for truth and jus- 
tice, the book deals specifically 
with the tragedy of the Jewish 
people and brings out for observa- 
tion the interrelationship between 
the imperialistic policies of the 
Near and Far East.

In the booklet CVD (cardiovas- 
cular degeneration, wearing out 
of heart and arteries, valvular in- 
competence, endocarditis, anoxia 
and heart failure, enlargement of 
analgesic or pain-killing drugs, 
angina pectoris, valvular leakage) 
—for copy of booklet send 10 
cents and stamped envelope bear- 
ing your address—lI say: 

“Never mind your blood pres- 
sure. The blood pressure is too 
high or too low. . In consequence 
of what ails you or your way of 
living. You will never get any- 
where if you are childish enough 
to believe that your blood pres- 
sure has somehow gotten out of 
kilter when you weren’t watching 
carefully enough and if you can 
only find some drug, diet or bath 
or some mechanical or physical or 
mental treatment which will raise 
or lower it a few notches, as the 
case may be, your other complaints 
will vanish.” 

I wrote that several years ago, 
and now after due deliberation I 
find it is still the best advice I can 
give readers or correspondents, al- 
though they may think I’m just 
being ultra-ethical about it. 

I have never been much im- 
pressed by blood pressure meas- 
urements or by basal metabolism 
tests—it has always seemed to me 
that the art, the professional skill 
or ability of the doctor in diognos- 
ing and treating disease varies in- 
versely with his Goldbergian 
equipment. 

Personally I wouldn’t pay a 
nickle for the professional opinion 
of a doctor or a dentist either who 
would decide on the basis of an X- 
ray film alone that I must have a 
tooth extracted. Nor would I be 
enthusiastic about following any 
treatment prescribed by a doctor 
on the evidence of a basal meta- 
bolism reading or a series of such 
tests. 

If you turn a faucet to draw a 
bucket of water you get some con- 
ception of what water pressure 
means. It is pressure that keeps 
water circulating through the wa- 
ter system. The pressure has 
nothing to do with the thickness 
or thinness, the purity or impurity 
of the water. These positive facts 
apply to blood pressure, too. The 
water pressure may be high, low 
or just right, without any change 
in the quantity or amount of wa- 
ter in the pipes. Just so the blood 
pressure may be high, low or just 
right without regard to the amount 
of blood the individual has. So 
this is one more positive fact 
about blood pressure—it has noth- 
ing to do with thickness or thin- 
ness of the blood, purity or im- 
purity of the blood, nothing to do 
with the question of too much or 
too little blood.

te Soviie ag 
Mix With Familiar Foods 


By Sally Saver. 


An increasing interest in the widely publicized and highly nutri- 
tious soy bean is evidenced by the calls which frequently come to this 
office. “How do you cook soy beans?” and “How can you sprout 
them?” are questions asked every day. 


Because most persons do not take to new foods easily, it is better 
to introduce them combined with some familiar and well-liked food 
at first. Following are recipes for using soy beans, first in a dish 
much like chow mein, the second in a loaf. Both make very appe- 
tizing dishes. The first recipe uses sprouted beans. 
sprouting the beans will be given below the recipes. 


Ground Beef With Sprouted Soy Beans. 


3 tablespoons oil or fat 2 cups sprouted soy beans 
2 teaspoons salt 1 cup beef bouillon 

4 pound chopped raw beef 1 teaspoon powdered ginger 
4 tablespoons onion, diced 2 tablespoons cornstarch 

1 clove garlic 1 tablespoon soy sauce 

1 cup celery sliced diagonally 1% cup water 

1 cup carrots sliced diagonally 1 bunch watercress 


Place fat and salt in heavy frying pan. Make beef into small balls, 
about a dozen of them, and saute in the fat until brown. Add onion 
and garlic and cook until tender. Add celery, carrots, soy beans, beef 
bouillon, and the stems of the watercress cut in small lengths. Cover 
the pan closely and cook about 10 minutes, or until vegetables are 
tender. Blend ginger, cornstarch, soy sauce and water. Add this 
mixture to the hot mixture and stir constantly until thick and hot. 
At the last minute add the coarsely chopped watercress leaves and 
serve immediately on hot boiled rice, noodles or macaroni. 


Soy and Rice Loaf. 


% teaspoon salt 
3 tablespoons fat 1% cups evaporated milk 
3 tablespoons flour 1% cups cooked soy beans 


Wash rice and drop into rapidly boiling salted water. Boil until 
tender, about 15 minutes. Drain. Mglt fat. Blend in flour and salt. 
Add milk and cook over boiling water until thick, stirring constantly. 
Add rice and soy beans. Pour into greased loaf pan and bake in 
moderate oven, 350 degree, until set and brown, about 30 minutes. 
Serve plain or with meat or tomato gravy. 


To Sprout Soy Beans. 


Look over one pound of beans carefully, discarding all that are 
split or broken. Wash in several waters and place in a widé-mouthed 
glass jar or crock with at least a two-quart capacity. Add 3 pints 
of lukewarm water to which has been added 1-8 teaspoon of chlori- 
nated lime. Allow the beans to soak for 12 hours, then pour off 
excess water. Place in whatever type container you choose for 
sprouting. The sprouting time will be from 3 to 4 days, depending 
upon the temperature where beans are kept. They may be used the 
first or second day though the sprouts will be short. 


To Cook Soy Beans. 


Wash and soak several hours or overnight as any other dried 
bean or pea, and then boil gently until tender.

Once you focus your attention 
on a given problem, your ideas 
tend to popularize around the di- 
lemma. Suddenly you will sprout 
a new idea. : 

But this sprouting of ideas can 
ultimately become habitual.. The 
man who holds one patent, for ex- 
ample, frequently will invent 
many other gadgets. Before his 
death, he may hold 25 to 50 bona 
fide patents. 


At one time I started writing 
humorous gags and anecdotes. It 
seemed an impossible task when 
I began. But I grew fairly pro- 
ficient at it, though the job didn’t 
prove financially sound, for the 
market was limited and the maga- 
zine didn’t pay but $1 to $5 per 
joke. 

So I quit and started other types 
of writing. But dozens of jokes 
would pop into my mind, even 
after I had ceased submitting hu- 
mor to the magazines, for I had 
finally trained myself to think in 
terms of humorous situations. 

Inventors of ideas, like inven- 
tors of mechanical gadgets, can 
soon develop the habitual attitude 
of being analytical or critical of 
their environments. They then 
begin to see many places where 
improvements can be made. 


EFFICIENCY EXPERTS 


An efficiency expert, for exam- 
ple, ultimately becomes quite fer- 
tile in sprouting new ideas. May- 
be 9 out of the 10 improvements 
will not be very good, but the 
10th one may be a wow. That’s 
also true of gag writers or those 
who concoct slogans for prize con- 
tests. 

We should always stimulate our 
children to solve problems, not 
only of the mechanical puzzle va- 
riety, but of a social and psycho- 
logical nature. 

In the schools we need to em- 
ploy the case method, as I do in 
this educational column. Teach 
youngsters figuratively to dissect 
their environment and then reas- 
semble it more efficiently.

MY DAY 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


NEW YORK, Wednesday.—yYesterday after- 
noon I stopped in at the Smithsonian Institution 
to see a special exhibition of paintings cover- 
ing three generations. It begins with John Mix 
Stanley (1814-1872), whose painting is the rather 
stereotyped oil painting of that period, but 
whose Indian scenes, some of which picture 
Tom Mix, are historically interesting. In spite ‘ 
of their conventional setting, some of the portraits also 
charm. 

Next came the work of his daughter-in-law, Jane C. Stanley 
(1863-1940). Her water colors are full,of color and light, and I 
thought all of them were delightful. Finally, paintings by John 
Stanley’s granddaughter, Alice Stanley Acheson (Mrs. Dean Ache- 
son), are on exhibition. Her painting is very modern and-some of 
the pictures appealed to me very much, but others gave mi¢<a con- 
fused sensation, as though I couldn’t quite see what I was looking at. 

I am afraid I am not much of an art critic, but I did enjoy 
seeing these three periods brought together, and on the whole I 
think we are doing a better job of interpreting our time today 
than we did two generations ago! 

From the Smithsonian I went up to the Whyte Gallery to see 
an exhibition of sculpture done by Guitou Knoop. All her work 
has strength and shows that she is a finished artist, a portrait 
sculptor of great skill. But her head of Katharine Cornell is far 
and away of the most outstanding of all her portraits. There is 
another head of a little boy which I liked very much because it 
was not just his features you Saw. The character and the spirit 
of the child came through, which is something that does not always 
appear. 

We have all been saddened these last days to learn of young 
Stephen Hopkins’ death. He was with us just before he left. He 
seemed very young to enter the Marine Corps buts like so many 
other boys, he was impatient to be doing something which he felt 
was a real contribution. I am deeply sorry for his mother and 
father and for his two brothers and little half-sister, for he had an 
engaging little boy quality which I am sure made him particularly 
beloved by all his family. 

The knowledge that a sorrow of this kind is shared by hun- 
dreds of thousands of others does not make it any easier to bear, 
but I think it gives one a sense of the community of sorrows in 
the nation today. It shows us the need to go on with the daily 
tasks of life which lead one to do the things which make sorrow 
more bearable. If one can keep busy, both anxiety and sorrow 
get pushed into the background, if not out of the heart.

Jones and Cobb Records 
Rated Greatest. by Rice 


By GRANTLAND RICE. 
Bobby Jones’ Grand Slam in golf and Babe Ruth’s all-time record 


were planked in the 1-2 spots of s 
These two accomplishments are , 
hard to challenge. But I can give | 
you another pair that won’t be | 
far away, and strangely enough 
one of these belong to the same 
Bobby Jones. The other goes to 
his fellow Georgian, Ty Cobb, and 

both are on the incredible side. 


What to me is almost as remark- 
able as Jones’ Grand Slam is his 
nine-year record in the United 
States and British Open from 1922 | 
through 1930. | 

As a young amateur, facing the | 
greatest massed professional tal- | 
ent in the history of golf, Bob ran 
1-2 in either the United States or 
British Opens through this long 
span. He ran 1-2 in every Unit- 
ed States Open during this time 
except in 1927, when he had his 
only ragged United States whirl, 
yet that same year he won the 
British Open crown, repeating his 
triumph of a year before. 

Just consider the class of the 
field that Major Jones had to face 
in this nine-year span—Walter 
Hagen, Gene Sarazen, MacDonald 
Smith, Tommy Armour, Long Jim 
Barnes, Bobby Cruickshank, Jock 
Hutchinson, Harry Cooper, Horton 
Smith, Johnny Farrell, Willie Mc- 
Farland, Wild Bill Melhorn, Leo 
Diegel, plus many others who 
could play a lot of brilliant golf. 
In the matter of combined quality | 
it was the hardest opposition golf | 
has ever known. 

There are great golfers today, | 
but only a few compared to that | 
group between 1920 and 1930. And 
from this group only Cyril Walker 
at Oakland Hills and Tommy Ar- 
mour at Oakmont, beat him with- 
out a play-off. 

To run 1-2 against this group 
for nearly a decade can certainly 
be matched with his Grand Slam 
miracle. 

Ty Cobb’s greatest achievement 
lav in the fact that he led the 
American League for nine con- 
secutive vears, finished second to 
Tris Speaker in 1916, and then 
jumped to the front again through 
his next three seasons. 

Cobb led a great league in 12 
out of 13 consecutive seasons, and 
that isn’t all of it. What great 
hitters did he have to beat? Shoe- 
less Joe Jackson, Tris Speaker, 
Larry Lajoie, Eddie Collins, Bobby 
Veach, Home Run Baker, Elmer 
Flick, Sam Crawford, and we are 
just warming up. 

Here is another angle just as 
important—in that 13-year span 
Cobb averaged slightly over .380, 
with a high mark of .420. 

Now consider the pitchers he 
had to face—Walter Johnson, Ed 
Walsh, Addie Joss, Smoky Joe 
Wood, Nick Altrock, Doc White, 
Chief Bender, Eddie Plank, Rube 
Waddell, Jack Coombs, Joe Bush, 
Herb Pennock, Russ Ford, plus 
many others. 

Also remember this—Cobb was} 
batting against a dead ball that. 
could be fuzzed up—with the spit- | 
ter in full blast—against a ball | 
that took queer and sudden dips) 
and dives. 

Cobb in that period had to face 
the game’s greatest speed—includ- 
ing Johnson and Wood—some of 
its greatest cleverness in Bender, 
Plank, Coombs, White, Pennock— 
some of its overpowering pitching 
forces in Ed Walsh and Rube 
Waddell. 

Even with the much livelier ball 
from 1920 through 1940, .380 hit- 
ters have been extremely scarce.

Lajoie batted .384. Cobb batted 
.385 that same season. The bril- 
liant Frenchman from Woonsock- 
et, R. 1, had the greater slugging 
power but lacked the speed to head 
o° Cobb. A Lajoie with Cobb’s 
speed might have batted .500. 

No matter how you figure it, it 
is my belief that the records of 
these two amazing. Georgians de- 
serve top chapters in any history 
of sport. Bob Jones’ Grand Slanf 
used up a single season from May 
through September. 

The records I have set down 
lasted nine years for Jones and 
13 years for Cobb, where the fac- 
tor of durability, fortitude and 
stamina also wy f leading roles.
